Leave was granted to the Committee on Judicial Proceed-
ings, to introduce a bill to make valid certain bequests under
the will of Eleanor G. Scott, late of Baltimore city, deceased.

Leave was granted to the Committee on Judicial P’roceed-
ings, to introduce a bill to levy a tax on the assessable pro-

perty of Kent connty to aid in constructing the Kent county
Rail Road. ‘
